that are not excluded, and at the time of 
sich canvass of the cast for or against 
such proposition such watchers sball be er- 
titled to a position where they can piainiy sce 
and read each ballot; and it shall be the duty of 
such judges to grant and protect them in such 
position. 

The language of the section is explicit. 
It needs neither explanation nor cbmment. 

Sec. 12, Art. L, which provides penalties 
for disobedience of Sec. 10, is equally plain. 
It provides that: 

Any judge of election or clerk of election 
who shall wiiifuily neglect to per!orm any. duty 
imposed upon him by this article (I.) shall be 
deemed guilty of a felony, and, upon convic- 
tion, be imprisoned in a penitentiary for not 
less than one year and not more than three 
years. 


Previously in this State violation of the 
Election law has been punished as a misde- 
meanor; under the new law it is made a 
felony, and is punished accordingly.

A CONSPIRACY AGAINST THE ELEC- 
TION LAW. 
We have trustworthy information that a 
has been formed among.the per- 
petual Aldermen for the purpose of defeat- 
ing the Election law. It is the intention of 
the persons engaged in this plot to employ 
the methods which were successfully used 
when the city charter was adopted, in April, 
1875. At that time a large majority of the 
voters of Chicago were undoubtedly opposed 
to the charter. The objections to it had been 
set forth at such length that it was supposed 
no considerable number of citizens would 
vote for it. Another charter was to be sub- 
mitted at a. subsequent election in case the 
City-Incorporation act of 1872 failed of adop- 
tion. The Citizens’ Association, the news- 
papers, and almost all the other organs of 
respectable opinion had pronounced against in- 
corporation under the general law and in favor 
of the act of 1875. But he gang” Aldermen 
believed that it would be to their advantage 
to have the city organized under the act of 
1872; and, as they could not carry that law

WHY THERE ARE ELECTION FRAUDS 

At a Democratic meeting night before last 
one William MeFadden, an alleged member 
of the Trades Assembly, made what he called 
a “speech” in opposition to the new Elec- 
tion law. If McFadden is in réality a mem- 
ber of that assembly it should request him to 
hold his peace hereafter, or at least not to 
criticise a law which he has not read. Such 
exhibitions are not creditable to the intelli- 
gence of the assembly. 


At the very outset McFadden gave away | 


the reason why the gang is opposing the law. 
He said: The election frauds were due to 
the fact that the judges of election were ap- 
pointed instead of being elected’’—and he 
should have added by Aldermen in the spring 
who are themselves candidates for reélection 
and by Commissioners in the fall who are 
usually also candidates; but McFadden sup- 
pressed this important aspect of the present 
law. 

The frauds transpiré because Commission- 
ers on. the one hand and Aldermen on the 
other who are directly interested in the elec- 
tion have the appointment of the judges in 
the districts where they are candidates for 
reélection. It is for this reason they are 
opposing the law so bitterly; because, if 
adopted, it will prevent them from packing 
election boards and counting themselves in 
again. As the matter stands now, outgoing 
Commissioners simply securetheir reélection 
by appointing two judges outof the three, 
or all three, in the districts where they are 
running, who will make false returns, stuff 
the ballot-box, and count them in again. 
How, then, is this practice, which is on the 
same principle as allowing a prisoner to 
pack his jury with his own friends, ever to 
be broken up .if the old law rémains in 


force? Next spring eighteen Aldermen are 


to be elected. As the law stands now, the 
eighteen retiring Aldermen, instead of run- 
ning on their merits, can select the judges in 
their wards, locate the precincts, make the 
canvass of the votes, and, if their judges 
have not stuffed in bogus votes enough to 
elect them in one or two precincts, postpone 
the counting of the vote for two or three 
months, as was done last spring, in order to 
fraudulently manipulate the returns to secure 
their election. 


The whole thing at present runs in a cir- 


cle. The candidates have the entire control 


of the election machinery from the ap- 
pointment of judges to the declaration of 
the result. Hence the ‘‘ perpetual Alder- 
men” and Van Pelt Commissioners, Will 
McFadden explain bow this‘ean be remedied 
if the new law is defeated? Are we to have 
these corrupt city and county gangs in power 
forever? Why is it that the professional 
Aldermen in the Council are fighting the new 
law except that, if adopted, it will defeat 
their return to the Council by the ballot-box 
stuffers’ methods practiced by the very men 
whom they appoint for tliat very purpore ? 

If McFadden had stated his point correctly 
he would have said: ‘* Election frauds are

He charges that frauds are due to the tact that 
** judges of election are appointed, instead of 
being elected as in New York.” In the rural 
districts of New Vork, among the farmers, 
certain township officers, as Supervisor, 
Clerk, and Assessor, constitute an election 
board just as they do in Lilinois, and to this 
extent they are elected in both States, the 
laws being identical. But that is not the 
mode of selecting judges of election in the 
cities of New York. The New York re- 


.formed election law, on which ours is mod- 


eled, was first passed for the benefit of the 
Cities of New York and Brooklyn in 1872 in 
order to stop the Tweed election frauds, 
where it worked so well that subsequently, 
in 1876, it was applied to all cities having 
over 20,000 people In these cities, like 
Buffalo, Albany, Troy, Syracuse, Utica, 
Rochester, Auburn, Elmira, Oswego, and 
others, the judges are appointed by a Board 
of Commissioners, just as our new law pro- 
poses, the only difference being that ours 
provides for three instead of four, to avoid 
deadlocks in deciding questions. The two 
laws, therefore, are the same.

During all this time slaveowners exercised 
in proportion to the number of their bond- 
men greater political power than the citizens 
of the North. Men who protested against 
the owner of 1,000 slaves casting 601 votes 
while a Northern citizen was allowed only 
one ballot were of course harping on old 
issues ” and * stirring up sectional strife.” 
When the War amendments were adopted 
unequal representation was scotched, not 
killed. It became impossible for individual 
Slaveowners to vote in the name of their 
chattels; but still the South as a whole has a 
greater degree of usurped political power now 
than it had under slavery. The slave stood 
for three-fifths of a vote, but the free negro 
now. counts for five-fifths in the allotment of 
representation. Under the census of 1850 
the South had twenty members of 
Congress allotted to it on account 
of the slave population; and while 


this usurpation was a monstrous fraud on 


the people of the North it still had the color 
of law to support it. Now by securing full 
representation on account of the blacks and 
then suppressing their votes the South holds 
thirty seats in Congress usurped by frand 
and violence in utter defiance of law and 
justice.

The proof of this sweeping allega- 
tion is furnished in the fact that the Cook 
County Poor-House is at once the worst 
managed, and the most expensive to the 
taxpayers, of any one of many ‘that 
have been examined by a commission ap- 
pointed by the President of the United 
States to investigate the condition of asylums 
for the insane in this and other countries. 
A number of visits made to the institution by 
a committee of the Chicago Woman's Club 
have resulted in the revelation that the con- 
tract system of furnishing supplies is made 
to perpetrate as flagrant wrongs as ever 
marked the administration under which 
Periolat laid the foundation for his unenvia- 
ble notoriety; that the food is wretched of 
its kind, and deficient in garden vegetables, 
if they are not totally lacking; chat there is 
no adequate attendance on the insane, the 
least cruel of the agencies employed for the 
suppression™ of noise. being anodynes and 
whisky, which are supplied to the attendants 
by the quaft and administered by them 
without being prescribed by a physi- 
cian; that the male , attendants on 
the poor-house have Keys which enable them 
to obtain admission. to the female wards of 
the insane department ad libitum and give 
opportunity for the most flagrant breaches of 
decorum ;' and that mahy have died for want 
of proper attendance and treatment, the mor- 
tality from scurvy having been so great as to 
call for special comment, though tnat is a 
disease which ought not to be other than 
very rare 80 far from salt water. When we 
say that appeals for a mitigation of some of 
the worst of these features have been re- 
sponded to only by requests for the resigna- 
tion of attachés of the institution who were 
wrongly suspected of having furnished the 
information, we have said enough to demon- 
strate the need ot reorm. 

The truth of our statement with regard to 
comparative cost may be inferred from the 
following figures; that for the asylums 
under the care of the Illinois State Board of 
Charities for last year was: Elgin, 533 
patients cost $109,379; Jacksonville, 633 pa- 
tiénts, $112,888; Kankakee, 689 patients, 
$101;282 per annum—the average cost of 
each patient under the care of the State being 
$184.02. For the year ending with last 
month the cost for all the charitable institu- 
tions of the State was about $10 greater, be- 
ing returned as 8194.51 per capita on an av- 
erage attendance ot 4,443 / patients. 

The average cost per annum of the pa- 
tients in the State of New York is $126.61; 
being as follows: Willard’s, 1,748 patients, 
$273,649; New York County, 1,285 patients, 
$162,569. 

The Cook County Asylum has 567 patients, 
which cost $188,000, or an average of 8831. 62 
per head—the number cg patients be- 
ing very much greater than that of the other 
sex. 


OUR. CORN CROP. 

The latest official estimates of the corn 
crop of the United States for the present 
year are that it will not fall far short of 
2,000,000,000 bushels. Nearly that much 
has been grown, but the quantity available 
for consumption would appear to haye been 
considerably reduced by souring consequent 
on the wet weather that. has laid a great deal 
of the ground under water since the crop 
was out of the way of danger from. frost. 
But even though the loss from this cause 
should prove nat to have been overrated, 
the crop is still a magnificent one, and the 
prospect of so much having to be taken 
care of by the trade may well raise the 
question suggested by Bulwer: ‘*‘ What will 
he do with it?” Ithas already caused the 
price of the article to recede in the speculative 
markets to so low a point as to threaten to 
leave but a small profit to the farmer for his 
labor, and in a corresponding ratio has 
beared the prices of the live stock that will 
be fattened with it.

Under the resolu- 
tion a man may now grt the quotations at once 
on tbe recommendation qt a member in good 
standing, and these wiil not be withdrawn ex- 
cept for direct violation of the bodrd’s condi- 
tions. The Market Committee is not exactly 
unanimous with regard to the instruc 
tions of the directors.

The meet- 
ing was called by the Kniebts of Labor, and is 
the result of a strike by Chinese cigarmakers 
the 23d mist., when they informed theif em- 
ployers they would refuse to work unless the 
white men employed were discharged. The 
meeting was very enthusiastic. The sentiment 
manifested plainly showed that the period had 
been, reached when united stand and action 
would haveto be taken 
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Wasninator, D. C., Oct. 81.—([Special.]— 
The Utah Commission, through their Chairman, 
Alex. Ramsey, have submitted to the Secretary 
of the Interior their report upon the transac- 
tions and proceedings of the commission since 
Nov. 18, 1884, the date of their last report. 
Thetr report begins with the statement that the 
usual aanual revisions of the Utah registration 
lists for the present year were duly and thor- 
oughly made by the officers of the board, and 
the general election was held Aug. 3 last. No

allowed to register or vote, nor was any such 
person elected or commissioned to any office.

Nevertheless, it is true that nearly all me offi- 
cers chosen at the last and in other pre 
ceding elecaons are Mormons, who, while 
they do not actually live in polys- 
amy, subseribe to the doetrine of 
polygamous marriages as a Divine revelation 
—a law unto all—higuer and more bindmg up- 
on the conscience than any human law. 
Notable exceptions, however, obourred in Sum- 
mit County, where the entire non-Mormon 
ticket, including a member of the House of 
Representatives of the Assembly, was eiScted. 
This Representative was the first non-Mormon 
elected for many ye rs. 

The commission refer to the recent decision 
of the Supreme Court in the polygamy cases 
as a timely and valuable interpretation of the 
law. It is believed that there have been very 
few polygamous ma riages during the present 
year, but n is not regarded as prudent to look 
upon this fact as indicating anything more 
than a suspension of the practice resulting 
from the vigorous enforcement of the laws and 
not as an actual eurrender occasioned by a 
general and decided change of sentiment re- 
garding the doctrine itself, Indeed, it is be- 
lieved that if all operations by the commission 
and courts should at once cease or even ita 
halting, hesitating policy should take tne 
place of the vigorous one now in force 
plural marriages would again become 
very general in Utah. A firm attitude of 
the Government and the faithful execution of 
the law, sustained by public sentiment, bave 
exerted in the last year a repressive influence 
on the Mormon people never before experienced 
by them since their establishment in Utah. The 
course of certain polygamists who have de- 
vlerea their intention of obeying the jaw in 
future, thereby incurring the wrath of the 
church, is cited as evidence of interna! dissen- 
sion Which, although feeble, is an encouraging 
feature of the eituation.

CAUSE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE'S DEPRESSION. 

Ex-Gov. P. C. Cheney of New Hampshire ex- 
piained today at the Fifth Avenue Hotel the 
present embarrassment of the business-men in 
his State. He said: “The Siate practically 
has no stock firé-insurance companies. The 
passage of the *Valued-Policy’ bill, which 
was intended to correcta genera! looseness and 
p-ace insuracce on the basis of equal just ce to 
all, has unfortunately operated disastrously. 
Under this law the sum named in the policy, in 
case of loss, has to be paid, whether the prop- 
erty bas increased or decreased in the mean- 
time. The indemnity. insurance plan evs 
objected to because the agents got 
u percentage on the amount of the 
policies, and hence would take high valuations, 
overinsurance necessarily requiring high 
premiums. Yet, woen loss occurred, the vaiua- 
tion would be farout of proportion to the 
premiums paid.

That assurances were given and prom- 
ises made by trieuds right and left without re- 
gard to consistency or prudence every one who 
attended the Chicago Convention knows, and 
that many of them bave been peremp- 
torily disrewarJed is.equaily true. Men bave 
come to bim with applications for of- 
fice, based upon promises made by Mr. 
’Creveland’s adherents at that time, and the 
President bas plumply declined to carry them 
out.

and consultation in regard to the interest of a 
great majorfy of the people cannot thus be 
set aside. Reasoning in this way, the high- 
tariff men expect the President to act with 
them during bis entire Administration, and 
their theory of Mr. Manning's tariff inquiry is 
that the President seeks in the replies reasons 
to justify a protective pohey. There is a bit 
of secret history connected with the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Cleveiand which has only recently 
been disciosed. An examination of the records 
of the convention will show that nearly all the 
high-tarif? Democrats supported nim, and they 
did so because Mr. Bayard, Mr. McDonald, 
and Mr. Tuurman were acknowledged free- 
traders, while Mr. Cleveland’s views were un- 
known and there was no record of bis acts on 
this sutject. In the Committee of Resolutions 
there were un agreement and a compact ar 
ranged between Daniel Mannmg and Smith IL. 
Weed of New York represeoting the Cleveland 
element on the one band ana Mr. Converse of 
Ubio and Maj. Burke of Louisiana, representing 
the high-tariff Democrats, on the other, ana 
the tar f plank which now stands in the plat- 
form on which Mr. Cleveland was elected was 
written by Maj. Burke of Louisiana and sub- 
mitted to a caucus of Cleveland's friends and 
accepted by them as defining the attitude of 
their candidate on this subject. Upon 
the assurances that this plank shouid 
be included in the platform the 
bigh-tarif men agreed to support Mr. 
Cleveland in the convention, and the same 
agreement stipulated that it expressed his 
views, and that the doctrine  usserted would 
be adhered toin the event of bis election to 
the Presidency. When the Committee on 
Resolumons: came to consider the watter an 
attempt was made by the tariff reformers to 
strike out the words “and must out of the 
resolution, whic if done, would leave it 
practicaliy emascufated. Over this point the 
eommittee fought for ten hours, and upon it 
they were a tie—16 to 18. Meunwhile the tariff 
men appealed to the New York de.eration, 
demandmg that Abram 8. Hewitt, the 
member of the committee for that State, 
should act with them in sevuring the 
adoption of the resolution, he having, up to 
that time, been one of the other side. At 
the next meeting of the committee Mr. Hewitt 
said that be nad been instructed by nis deiega- 
tion to support the resolution and would do so, 
but desired bis colleagues to understand that it 
did not represent bis individual views and he 
suould not consider it binding upon him as a 
member of Congress or as ua Member of the 
Democratic party. This awakened an even 
more exciting discussion, in whith Mr. Morri- 
son of Lilinois, as well as the protectionists on 
the committee, took che position that the mem- 
bers of Congress were as much bound by the 
Platform of the party as the President, and a 
vote was taken sustaining this view of the case, 
the only members of prominence who dissented 
bein Mr. Hewitt and Gen. Butler. 

Mr. Kanda.l and those whose sentiments 
agree with his are confident that the President 
will subm.t recommendadons to Congress con- 
8 stent with the Democratic platform, but they 
have no reason ror it beyond an inference 
drawn from a knowledge of the above faocis. 
The free-traders, wuo are aware of this, claim 
that Mr. Cleveland need not consider himse f 
bound to a protevtive poiicy\that Mr, Randall 
advocates, and will not do so.

Mr. Hewitt bas prepared a bill removing 
the duty ou ali raw material, and Mr. Mills of 
Texas will introduoe oue removing duty on ail 


laboring classes and increasing the duty on 
articles of luxury. There willbe other meas- 
ures tending to special legislauon on the sub- 
ject perhaps, but it may be assumed that the 
Presideut will go no farther than to recom- 
mend a simplificution of the tariff laws and a 
readjustment of rates, 80 as to 
uniformuty to the schedules.

In consequence of the driving rain the at- 
tendance at the mass-meeting at the Central

Norman Wiliams, President of the club, in

Wail, Oliver, and Stone ** resulted trom any im- 


proper method.“ and assert that the conven- 
tion was unusually free from anrthing of the 
kind.“ The causes which led to the nomina- 
tions, it is said, were neither exceptional 
nor corrupt.” 


The committee have investigated in detail the 
different charges made aguinst the candidates, but 
it is not deemed necessary to repeat them here.

NO FRAGMENTS FOUND. 


THE RECENT REPORT OF THE FALL OF A 
METEORITE IN WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA. 

vrof. S. P. Langley of the Allegheny Ovserv- 
atory writes to acience: “The afternoon of 
Saturday, Sept. 26, at alittle after 4 o'clock, 
loud detonations were beard over a considera- 
bie area of Western Pennsylvania, and circum- 
stantial reports were subsequently given in the 
press of the fall of a large meteorite, which 
was described as being haif buried in the 
ground and visited by numbers of people. On 
examination tMese latter reports appeared to 
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“One of my duties,” sa‘d a retail stanip-clerk 


of the Post-Office, yesterday, is the weighing * 


of parcels; ana one of the most interesting 
subjects that I bave to deal with is called, iu 
the phraseology of the Post-Office regulations, 
‘Destructive Unmailabie.’ Matter may be un- 
mailaole for several reasons, such as the size 
or weight of the parcel, indecency, connection 
with lotteries or other frauds, and the fact that 
it is dutiable goods; but ‘destructive vamail- 
able consists of things that are unmailabie 
because of their liability to injure the éther 
mail-matter, or to injure the clérks handling 
the mail, or other people. The American post- 
office seems to me to be rapidly taking 
on the character of a national express for 
light freigbt. The number and character of 
the parcels that are mailed every day at Chr 
cago would, if generally known, create great 
astonishment. They are limited to four 
pounds, but within that limit people seem to 
be crazy to mail everything they can lay their 
bands on. Hats, Bhoes, bed-clothes, and all 
sorts of hardware and jewelry are handed in 


all the while. The rule is that these articies | 


must be wrapped up and directed 
before they can be weighed, but I am often 
solicited to weigh them before they are 


. wrapped; and one day a laboring man whipped 


off his coat and threw it through the window 
at me, with the eurnest request that I would 
‘weigh that.’ The people seem to think they 
can send atiything they choose through the 
mails, including matter that is liable to destroy 
the post-office, or KIll a dozen people before it 


.reacbes its destination. Hence * destructive 


unmailabe’ has to be very closely watched. 
The inflexible rule in my division is that no 
parcel is to be weighed unless the person pre- 
senting it will tell what it contains. This ex- 
cites a good deal of indignation sometimes 
among the applicants, as they may have to 
untie their vareels to find out what they con- 
tain, or take them away without mailing them 
at all. Not one in tea persons who maila 
package applies to have it weighed; but it is all 
the more important that those who do apply 
should be educated concerning what is mal. 
able and what is unmailable.“ 


DANGEROUS ARTICLES. 
“Of what particular articles does ‘ destruct- 
ive uomailable’ consist?” 
“Destructive unmailable ie divid@ into two 
classes. One class ot these objectionable 


articles cannot be mailed at all; and the other 
class cannot be mailed except when inclosed in 
tin or wood. Those articies that are unmaila- 
ble under any circumstances are liquids, oils, 
ointments, fatty substances easily Lquefiable, 
soit soap, powdered red pepper, poisons, ex- 
plosives, inflammabie matter, animals alive 
or dead, unless stuffed, fruits, ver- 
etables, matter having a bad odor, 
razors, and firearms, except in detached pieces. 
These articles are not admitted tothe mails 
knowingly under any conceivable circum- 
stances. Then candy, cake, confectionery, 
pastes, glass, and sharp-poioted instruments, 
including fiahhbooks and neediea, are not ad- 
mitted unless inclosed in ten or wood, This 
rule is just as inflexible as the other. People 
kick about both of them, but they kick in 
vain.”’ 

“What harm do such things ao in the 
mails?“ 

* Two things must be borne in mind to un- 
derstand this: First, with reference to mailing- 
clerks, that tney work at nigut, by an imper- 
fect light, with great rapidity, and have to 
seize mall matter by the armful before they 
have inspected it; secondly, with reierence to 
Other mail mutter, that letters and merchan- 
due parceis. oiten g0 ther in the 
same pouch. Ia large o separate 
pouches are provided, but where one 
pouch will hold all the letters and parcels, 
only one is used; and in process of transporta- 
tion these pouches are rolled and shaken in- 
cessantly, and often subjected to considerabie 
heat. Keeping these two facts in mind the 
danger of maum these articles may be seen, 
though some people can't see it, even then. 
A razor is a peculiar thing. The blade can 
easily be pushed through the handle. When 
in a mail-pouch if a Webster's Dictonary 
fails on it, the biade cuts through any wood or 
tin box it is likely to be inclosed ia, and then 
remains expo for the rest of the journey. 
By the incessant joiting of a railroad train it 
will then make rats’-nests of a hundred letters, 
and on its arrival at its destination cut off a finger 
or two tor a post-office clerk. Long experience 
and numerous accidents have led the depart- 
ment, there ore, to prohibit the mailing of 
them altogether. Fir arms are unma lable for 
the simple reason that so many fools insist on 
mailing them loaded. They cannot be mailed 
except in detached pieces, 


HOW THEY MAKE TROUBLE. 

It ought to be plain enough why explosives 
are unmailable; and yet thoughtiess persons 
are all the while sending metaliio eartridges 
through the mals. Articles with a disagreea- 
ble odor, such as that of kerosen¢, carbolic 
acid, or musk, are forbidden because the odor 
may be communicated to a ton of other mail 
matter. Strong-smeliing edibles, like cheese, 
are ruled out partiy for this rea- 
son, and partly becuuse -they cause 
rats to eat. through -the pouches. 
Vegetabies and fruits decay, and not oniy pro- 
duce bad odors but soil the other mail; and so 
with living or dead an mais. Liquids are for- 
biaden because experience shows that they 
cannot be confined to any receptacie they can 
be put into. A Woman can't see, to save her 
lire, why we should refuse to mail 4 bottle of 
hbandkerchief-extract in a glass bottle inclosed 
in a pasteboard box. But if one liquid is 
admitted others must be admitted, and 
soon the most revolting and the most destruct- 
ive liquids, like sulphuric acid, would 10 low. 
They almost always break their  receptacies 
and defiie or corrode everything they touch, 
Even canned articles, containing liquid, are 
forbidden, thougù hermetioa ly sealed in tin, 
because some one else may mall in the same 
pouch a par ot sessors which wiil 
puncture the ean and let out the 
liquid contents on the other mail matter.

If these charges rested on the unsupported tes- 
timony of Mr. Depew, high as his standing and po- 
sition are, they might be considered sufficientiy 
answered lu what has been said by Gen. Sherman 
and others, but he nas found many supporters in 
men of eminence in the military and civil branches 
of the National service, and their testimony to the 
correctness of his statement makes it necessary 
that it shall be made by documentary evidence 
thas shall forever set at rest not only these but 
other and similar charges affecting the character of 
an eminent citizen, who, whatever bis failings, 
peculiarities, or idjosyncracies, is entitled to the 
justice of an impartial hearing by bis countrymen. 
Buch evidence Mr. Johnson fortunately left benind 
him, and in the orderly sequence that character- 
ized him in the preparation of his epeeches and 
addresses, as it was preserved by him 60 it shall be 
given in these columns, and with but that one pur- 
pose of bonestiy and honorably Getending a states- 
man whose name and fame are forever linked with 
the State that nonored him and made the highest 
honors be reached possible to him. I have no pur- 
pose in view but that defense, and in presenting the 
evidence, which was piaced within my reach by Mra. 
Patterson, the only surviving child of the dead 
President, 1 must be acquitted of any purpose 
personally to refiect upon Gen. Grant. whose 
memory is the sacred legacy of his countrys.

and the President, in the nee of the others, 
referred to the War Department matter, asking the 
General if he did not distinctly teil the President 
that. should the Senate reinstate the Secretary of 
War and he (Grant) should not feel himself at }ib- 
erty to resist such action, he would at least leave 
the Office at the disposal of the President. This, 
the President said, the General acknowiedged be- 
fore the entire Cabinet with an abashed loo never 
to be forgotten. 

This is the story that has bitherto been only 
vaguely hinted at by newspapers and by poll 
ticians: It is ample tor Mr. Johnson's vyindica- 
tion. He is sustained by all the members of 
his Cabinet and by Gen. Sherman, who makes 
it plain that Gen. Grant, had he made the same 
statement to the President as to Stanton’s 


conduct that he had made to him he (Grant) 


would have, if he did not entirely exonerate 
himself from blame, saved bimseif at least 
the humiliation which originated his dis- 
like to Mr. Johnson, forced him into 
antagonism and enmity to the 
President, and induced him subsequently to 
indorse the impeachment and urge it upon bis 
friends in Congress. Thus Mr. Johnson is 
fully exonerated trom ali the charges brought 
ugainst him by Mr. Depew and his friends. 
Whatever mistakes he made, it can never be 
successfuliy maintained that be was a traitor 
in the faintest degree to his country or its Con- 
stitution, or even harbored a thought that was 
in the least opposed to the perpetuity of the 
Union in iis original integrity. When im- 
peached he said: 

I have taken a step which I believe to be right, 
and l intend to abide by it. I do not want to see 
this Government relapse into a despotism. I have 
ever battied for the rights and liberties of the peo- 
pie, and I am now endeavoring to defend m from 
arbitrary power. I have been rants yn ever 
since l occupied this chair to uphold Const 
— 2 which the Radicals are trumpling under 

oot. 

The defense I desire to make is not merely for 
the Senate. I care nothing for conviction by that 
body if 1 stand acquitted by the people. 

His thought was always on his duty to the 
people. He wanted above all things to stand 
well with them and to be true to his friends. 
When suggestions and overtures were made by 
Senator Pomeroy and others that be could buy 
his safety from Radical malevolence by chang- 
ing his Cabinet he became indignant and said, 
as Col. Moore notes in bis diary: 

I will have to insult some of these men yet. I 
had rather be convicted than resort to fraud. cor- 
ruption, and bribery of a. % kind. Convicuon with 
a clear conscience is far, far preferable to acquit- 
tal with a knowledge of guilt. 

He was full of the courage of truth and of 
rectitude of purpose and be was appreciated 
for this and other good qualities by all the 
members of his Cabinet except Mr. Stanton.

Wasnrnorton, D. C., Oct. 30.—The principal 
elections to be heid Tuesday next, Nov. 3, are 
as follows: Maryland ¢will elect a Controller, 
Clerk of the Court of Appeais,.one-half of the 
State Senators, and members of the House of 
Delegates. The Legislature to be chosen will 
elect a successor to the Hon. A. H. Gorman, 
Démocrat, in the United States Senate, and 
algo a successor to Gov. Lioyd. In the coun- 
ties, Sheriffs, County Commissioners, Clerks of 
Courts, Registers of Willis, and Surveyors will 
also be chosen. The day is a legal holiday in 
Maryland. 

Virginia will elect Governor, .Lieutenant-

They are the buliot-box 
stuffers, the tourhs, the men who manipulate 
elections, and who get in the best part of their 
work during the bours of darkness. 
OTHER ADVANTAGES. 

With the small precincts wh:ch are to be the 
rule bereatter there wilt be no time lost iu 
challenging after the name is down, and as a 
rule it will not take a man more than five min- 
utes to go from his house to tne polls and hand 
in bis bailot.

A POOR FRENCH GIRL’S ROMANCE. 


WEALTH AND A LOVER GAINED TOGETHER 
—TO MARRY HER DEAD. MISTRESS’ SON 
WHO WAS LOST—FULFILLING THE MOTH- 
ERS WILL. 

New York, Oct. 26.—A veritabie romance in 
real life, the facts of which are vouched for by 
the attorney of the young lady in the case, has 
been developed by his efforts to prepare the 
way for the admission to probate of a will 
by whieh she was made joint heiress of a 
vaiuabie estate upon conditions which are now 
in course of fulfillment. The principal char- 
acters in the story; which might be named 


“The Silver King,”’ The Lost Heir,“ A Tale 
of Two Cties, The Romance of a Poor 
Young Woman,” are a wealthy Wall street op- 
erator, a wayward youth who ran away from 
home and made a fortune, and a French young 
lady, companion to a desolate but wealthy 
widow. The story as related yesterday to a 
Tribune reporter by John 8. Griffith, a lawyer, 
whose office is in the Garfield Building, No. 26 
Court street, Brookiyn, is as follows: 

In 1871 Joseph W. Walters, a New York 
broker, humg with bis wife and only son in 
Greene avenue, near St. James place, Brook- 
lyn, died, leaving a fortune of $100,000 to his 
widow. She was at that time about 46 years 
old, and ber son, Lester D. Walters, was 16, 
The boy was of a roving disposition, anda, 
wearying of the strict discipline of bis mother's 
household, he resolved to leave home and seek 
bis fortune in the West. Having saved a little 
money from the allowance which Mrs. Walters 
gave him, be packed bis trunk one day, in- 
formed his mother of bis intention, and took 
a sudden departure. Hie mother thought be 
would soon see the error of us ways, and was 
prepared to kill the fatted calf as soon as the 
prodigal should return. Time passed on and 
no tidmgs of the truant were received. 
Atter a while the lonely widow inserted 
an advertisement in a New Tork 
newspaper calling for a young lady com- 
panion. Among those who applied for the 
position was Miss Marie De Lacy, a young 
Freuch girl, who had been brought up in Paris 
and found berself witbout friends in this coun- 
try. She was of prepossessing appearance and 
manner, was an accomplished reader and con- 
versationalist, and was a fine pianist. She was 
engaged, and was soon the trusted friend of 
the lonely occupant of the brown-stone man- 
sion in Greene avenue. They continued to live 
in this bome for several years, and then, noth- 
ing having been beard from young Waiters, 
who was mourned as one dead, they went to 
Europe and spent two years in travel, gomg as 
far us Palestine. Mrs. Walters became strong- 
ly attached to the young woman and treated 
ber as a daughter. They returned to this coun- 
try. where they coatinued their traveis. At 
length in 1882 Mrs. Walters died in this city, 
where they were temporarily living, and left a 
curious wl.

They noticed a decided im- 
provement in the quality of their product, but 
the gas-supply was erratic, and they bad 
frequentiy to resort to coai to keep their estab- 
lishmeuts in operation. A year and a half ago 
the craze struck the city in full force, and the 
people have been gas-mad ever since. Com: 
panies were Organized by the score, and dozens 
of wells were drilled in the suburbs, some of 
which, like the Westingbouse, were great 
producers at the start, but soon showed signs 
of failig, and are now things of the past. Of 
all the grand array of naturai-gas companies 
organized but three of any consequence re- 
main. First comes the Philadelphia (Weeting- 
house) Company, with a capital stock of 
$5,000,000, $4,000,000 of which is paid up, and 
whose pipe system covers both cities, and will 
by spring reach all consumers, whether in- 
dustrial or domestic, Next in importance is 
the Chartiers Valley Gas Company, with a capi- 
tal stock of $2,000.000. just increased from 

000, and with a service reaching, or 
intended to reach, 
banks of the Monongahela. River. The 
third ie the Allegheny Heating Company, 
which supplies Allegheny City with gas fur- 
nished by the Philadelphia Company, which 
owns a controlling interest in it. There area 
number of other smaller companies which 
have not been abie to secure admission to the 
streets of the city, Councils having suddenly 
become very niggardly in grauting such fa- 
vors. 

SIX HUNDRED MILES OF PIPE. 

The total mileage of pipe thus far laid is in 
the aeighborbood of 600 miles, of which the 
Philadeipbia Company owns 840 miles, with 
considerable more under contract. This pipe 
ranges in size from six to twenty-four inches 
in diameter. The mains leading from the wells 
consist ot two ten-inch, seven eight-inch, and 
three six-inch, all wrought-iron pipe; two 
tweive-inch cast-iron, and one consisting of six- 
teen-.nch wrought-iron and twenty-iucn cast- 
iron pipe. The lines used through the city are 
twenty and twenty-four inch mains, which sur- 
round the city. From these mains are now be- 
ing laid a network of six, eight, ten, and twelve 
inch service-lines for auppiying domestic con- 
sumers. It is impossib e to arrive at the num- 
ber of feet of zas piped to the city at present, 
but it is immense, representing the total prod- 
uet of probably fifty wells, thirty-four of which 
belong to the Philadelphia Company. 


WHO USES THE NATURAL GAS? 

Natural gas is now ysed in the great majority 
of the iron, steel, copper, brass, and other 
metal- working establishments; in every glass 
factory here, about seventy in number; in ai) 
the hotels, and is coming into use rapidiy in all 
stores, office-buildings, etc. Manulacturers pay 
from $120,000 per year down to $1,000, gaged 
by the amount of their product—the rate being 
for iron and steel so much perton of finished 
material turned out. Of private consumers 
there are now some 1,500, with 1,000 to 1,500 
applications in, and preparations making to 
supply from 10,000 to 12.000 dweliling-houses. 
Rates to this class of consumers are not yet 
Tully reguiated—a fixed sum per house being 
charged in Pittsburg, while in Allegheny City 
the rate is 10 cents net per 1,000 feet. Meters 
will be introduced as soon as they can. be man- 
ufactured, giving consumers an opportunity 
to economize as they please. At present rates 
it costes about $100 per year for an ordinary 


“dwelling, say of ten or twelve rooms. It costs 


about $100 to fit up a house of this size for the 
use of gas, or at the rate of about $12 per fire- 
piace. ‘This includes all the impruved safety 
appliances and first-class fittings throughout. 


LITTLE FURTHER USE FOR COAL AT PITTS- 
BURG. 

The new fuel bas now been in use a sufficient 
time to demonstrate several facts. The first 
ot these ie that there is little further use for 
coal nere. The amount of the latter displaced 
daily by the consumption of gas is about 10,000 
tons, or 250.000 bushels, equal to the amount 
mind by 2,500 miners averaging 100 busbelis 
per day each. A number of mines bereto- 
fore worked to supply the Pittsburg market 
have been temporarily abandoned. The retail 
price of coal in this market has fallen about 35 
or 40 per cent, and the dealers are giad to make 
even greater concessions to secure customers. 
The next fact is that with'the heat from natur- 
ai gas a better quality of steel, iron, and giass 
can be made, while the economy in cost is 
marked and gives local manufacturers a great 
advantage over their competitors away from 
the gas-beit. 

The cost of natural-gas plant, outside of the 
royalty paid for land, is about as follows: For 
drilling welis of average depth (1,350 feet), at 
$1.25 per foot, say $1,700; six-inch pipe, inolud- 
ing laying, 70 cents per foot, or $3,696 per m le; 
eight-inch, $1.20 per foot, or $6.336 per mile; 
ten-inch, $1.70 per foot, or $8,376 per mile; 
tweive-inch, $2 per foot, or $10,560 per mile; 
sixteen-inch, $2.50 per foot, or $13,200 per mile; 
twenty-inch, $3.20 per foot, or $16,896 per mile; 
twenty-four inch, $5 per foot, or $26,400 per 
mile. Expenditures for safety appliances, etc., 
wil amount to probably 15 per cent additional; 
so that a gas-pipe line is about as expensive 
as a railroad with steel rails, ballast, etc. 

GAS TERRITORY. 

The Philadeiphia Company controls 40,000 
acres Of gas territory and the Chartiers Valley 
Company 256,000 acres. The amount remaining 
to be developed is very indefinit, ag new fields 
are being opened up from time to time, which 


‘are of more or less importance. Frequentiy, 


however, their distance from market, or the 
depth required to be drilled for gas is a detri- 
ment. n are on the watch 
for chances to obtain gas leases or options on 
gas iands, and no doubt control considerable 
bodies of fairly good territory.

The Land-Swindling Oase Revelations Ex- 
pected 5 Nuggets 
| ews. 


Saw Francisco, Cal., Oct. 81.—| Special. ]— 
A new scheme of irrigation is on foot in Colusa 
County. Ata meeting of capitalists last week 
to consider the matter J. L. Heald submitted 
an estimate showing that a twenty-four-inch 
pump would supply 25,000 galions of water per 
minute, and would cover an acre of land with 
water to a depth of twelve ſaches ata cost of 
26 cents. It is proposed tobuy such a pump, 
put it on a barge, and haul it up and down 
the Sacramento River to irrigate farms 
and orchards lymg along the banks of that 
Stream. There has been considerable de- 
bate _ Tegarding the advantages of ir- 
rigation in the northern and central parts 
of California, especially in fruit cultivation, 
many contending that a better quality of un- 
irrigated fruit more than makes up for the ex- 
cess of quantity obtained by the free use of 
water. The weight of evidence, however, is 
that if irrigation is judiciously practiced, with 
due regard to the character of the soil and the 
manner of cultivation, no deterioriation in 
quality will result, but greatly increased prod- 
ucts will be assured. 

Jacob P. Leese, who arrived on this coast 
overland ia 18338 and erected the first house in 
Yerba Buena, now San Francisco, and who first 
raised the American flag on this peninsula, ar- 
rived from Texas afew days ago after an ab- 
sence from San Francisco of twenty years. 
Mr. Leese can truly be said to be the first of 
pioneers, as the few Americans he found in 


California upon bis arrival were for the most 


part sailors who had deserted from trading 
ships, while he came here with the determina- 
tion to settle. He brought the first Chinese to 
California in 1849. In 1864 Mr. Leese conceived 
the project of purchasing the Penin- 
sula of Lower California from the Mex- 
ican Government. He obtained from Mexico 
a grant on such terms as enabled him to form 
a company in New York for the purchase of 
the peninsula. One ot the conditions of the 
sale was that $100,000 should be paid down at 
once, but before the transaction could be con- 
summated Maximilian invaded Mexico. Dur- 
ing the war Mr. Leese, at the suggestion of 
Minister Romero, raised $50,000 and paid it as 
an installment for the aid of Mexican troops. 
Soon after Mr. Leese went to Europe. 
now claims that all the conditions of 
the contract of his company with Mexico 
for the purchase of Lower California have 
been fulfilled. His evident intention is to in- 
terest capitalists in the scheme which he ap- 
parentiy abandoned twenty years ago. 

At the last session of the Board of Super- 
visors of Tehama County Creed Haymond 
made some interesting statements in regard to 
the disposition of Senator Stanford's property 
in that county. He declared that all the Sena- 
tor's property in Tehama County, and espe- 
cialiy the fine vineyard, will be divided into 
forty-acre tracts and rented, the proceods go- 
ing to the proposed university and schools 
at Palo Alto. Mr. Haymond said also 
that the twenty-five trustees who are to 
have charge of the property of the university 
will be selected and installed in office by March 
8, 1886. The Senator's idea is to make the uni- 
versity founded in memory of his dead son the 
leading school of industrial education in the 
United States.

H. Bowers, is charged with having fraudulen 
ly obtained his appointment through the aid 
of a petition signea some months ago advocat- 
ing the appointment of his brother, William 
M. Bowers of Oroville, to the position of Regis- 
ter of the United States Land Office in that dis-

AFFAIRS IN COLORADO. 

DENVER, Colo, Oct. 31.—[Special.|—The 
local political situation is in a queer jumble. 
The election occurs next Tuesday, but even 
those who are most closely allied with the lead- 
ers dare not venture a prediction on the result. 
Two years ago the Republican Sheriff was 
elected after a hard fight and against a party 
split and now when nobody is openly oppos- 
ing him except the Democrats his best friends 
predict his defeat. A deeper interest centres 
on the County Cierk. The mcumbent after 
eight years’ service was set aside by the Re- 
publicans and taken up by the Democrats. 
A bitter fight is made, and nobody 
can predict the result. Parties seem to be torn 
to fragments—rent by internal dissensions and 
twisted out of shape. Charges of false regis- 
tration are numerous. A Committee of One 
Hundred has been formed, and it is asserted 
that its control bas fallen into the hands ofa 
ring that is looking more closely after alleged 
Republican sins of registration than after 
Democratic derelictions. Two arrests have 
been made for illegal registration, and there is 
a promise of more. 

The arrest of Pinckney at St. Louisin con- 
nection with tne fraudulent land business of 
the Arkansas Valley Land & Cattle Company 
bas created astir. Bloomfield, the manager of 
the company, languishes in jail here for his 
part in the business and refuses stubbornly to 
squeal. It is thought that Pinckney is more 
guilty than Bloomfield, ana that he will, under 
pressure, reveal something against others who 
are supposed to be equally guilty but who now 
are only under suspicion. Since the Govern- 
ment made its case against the company its 
miles of fences have been removed, and others 
have made entries upon the land in a lawful 
manner, thus leaving this English corporation 
in a hard way. 

After a lengthy contest in one branch of the 

City Government it has been decided to light 
the streets with electricity instead of gas, and 
incandescent lights are to be placed on every 
lamp-post as rapidly as possible. If the serv- 
ice is a success it will last three years and then 
be renewed. An electric railway is also nearly 
completed, and its projectors hope to test it dur- 
ing the coming week. It is to be operated un 
a Denver man’s patent. Its friends are san- 
guine, but others shake their heads. 
’ Bernheimer, the Leadville agent of the Trav- 
elers’ Insurance Company, has been brought 
from his hiding-place—after he was assured 
that his friends would make up his shottage of 
about $1,200 and that the company would not 
prosecute. 

A new gold-field has been opened in the La 
Piata Mountains, near Durango, witbout creat- 
ing any excitement. Actual results are begin- 
ning to be reported and they show most favor- 
ably. There was no outside rush, and there is 
no occasion to rush there now, but the wealth 
is coming out in a business-like manner.

This happened perhaps six or eight years 
ano. The other day a statue. was erected to 
the memory of Mr. William ER. Dodge, on a 
little strip of so-called *' city park,“ which lies 
between the wealthy and fashionable region 


of which Fifth and Madison avenues are the 
main arteries, and the howling wilderness of 
but. unostentatious brick and 
brown-stone dwellings west of Sixth avenue. 
The spot selected was a peculiarly appropriate 
one—the border land between the supposed 
good and the supposed bad—for it may be said 
without undue disparagement of the dead that 
throughout his long and in some respects use- 
ful life Mr. Dodge occupied the debatable 


ground between decorous re¢pectability and 
**stained-gliass piety on the one hand and 
“unexplained”’ business transactions on tne 
other. I did not read among the names of 
those who took part in the ceremonies which 
accompanied the unveiling of the statue either 
that of Mr. Gould or of the gentleman who 
met him in Mr. Dodge’s parior. I believe Mr. 
Edward 8. Stokes was also absent, although 
he was a near relative of the defunct merchant 
thus publicly honored, as well as the slayer of 
Mr. Gould’s former partner, Jim Fisk. 
Mr. Stokes, it may be remarked, has cer- 
tainly not in bis career occupied debatable 
ground; and this fact may bave debarred 
him from attendance. The Dodge family 
and its connections were well represented in 
the living group gathered around the statue, 
as were other portions of the rich Presbyterian 
„Society phalanx. Wealth and piety are the 
qualifications necessary for admission into this 
“set.” The piety, so long as it be orthodox, 
is not subject to sharp scrutiny. It is deemed 
sufficient if a Sabbath be observed by the don- 
ning of frésh raiment and a sober cast of 
countenance, Hut the wealth cannot be a 
mere matter of appearance. It must be genu- 
ine. No one in that circie, however, is likeiy 
to go behind the returns“ in seeking the 
source from which the wealth was derived. 

Durmg his life Mr. Dodge made many and 
liberal gifts to public and private charities, and 
it is claimed by bis friends that his munificence 
entitied bim fairly to a monument iu a public 
park. Why, then, was not thé Wotey ratset 
by voluntary offerings from thousands of the 
poor people whom he befriended, or the gen- 
eral public, which is usually supposed to know 
the men who are to be honored by public me- 
morialis? And why was the platform not crowd- 
ed with workingmen, and with the halt. the 
biind, and the lame—all eager to render a 
worthy tribute to their venefactor? The only 
workingmen who appeared were those who make 
„deals iu wheat and corners in stocks. 
The statue was erected not so much to per- 
petuate the memory of a dead philanthropist 
as to propitiate the surviving members of a 
rich and influential tamily. It was the statue 
of a rich private citizen, put up by a few other 
rich people who complimented themselves and 
their little set by the action. If Mr. Dodge had 
been a statesman, a public officer, a leader or 
hero, or a benefactor of the grand, heroic 
type, then be would have been entitied to 
recogniuon of thie kind if the people at large 
chose to bestow it. As it is the statue is an 
imposition, an offense against the community 
—the outcome of a sycophantic snobbery as 
displeasing as Mr. Cyrus Field's André monu- 
ment at Tarrytown, Which was very properly 
blown up. The only fit place for the statue of 
a prosperous, pious merchant like Mr. Dodge, 
who holds no piace in public annals, who took 
good care of himself and his family and gave 
something out of his abundance to the poor, is 
in a private house or in some institution which 
he may have benefited. The example set by 
the breach of good taste committed in foisting 
his effigy upon the public forms a most un- 
fortunate precedent, which will encourage 
others to incumber our public places with 
images of departed mediocrity.

After the death of Peter Cooper, who de- 
served a public statue if any private citizen 
ever did, an attempt was made to raise a fund 
for such a memorial. Contribution-boxes were 
distributed in many places through the city in 
which people were to drop their pennies or 
their five-cent nickels as they might choose to. 
This plan was designed to gather the offerings 
of those humble folks who, it was thought, 
would naturally appreciate the good that Peter 
Cooper had done to his kind. But this sort of 
„Peter's pence did not seem to flow in with 
encouraging rapidity. After a While the con- 
tribution-boxes disappeared as silently as they 
bad come, and I have heard nothing more 
about the monument. By the way, why are 
we not informed as.to what was done with the 
money put into them? At all events, Mr. 
Cooper’s family bave had self-respect enough 
to refrain from forcing a statue by their own 
subscriptions and those ot their friends. Speak- 
ing of this, I am reminded of what a photogra- 
pher of considerabie renown lately said to me 
about the wuick forgetfulness of the American 
people for their public men. 

„After Horace Greeley was defeated for the 
Presidency and was lying ill,” said he, I was 
unable to supply the demand for pictures of 
him. I bad nine negatives printing as fast as 
we could print, and yet we couldn't produce 
enough photographs to satisfy our customers. 

very day it became wn that Greeley 
died the demand ceased. Not one call for 
the picture did we have after that. I said to 
my assistants: ‘Put away the negatives.’ 
And they bave remained undisturbed ever 
since. That's the way things go in America.

of pupils to a teacher was 41 or 42; and that 
the district was in a sound financial condition, 
and its schools in a far more flourishing and 
prosperous condition than ever before—beteer 
order, discipline, and attendance.

Some idea of the fineness and del“ 
cacy of the coiled metal can be formed from 
the fact that it takes about eighteen inches of 
the straight wire to make one inch of the coil, 
and that the narrow three-and-a-half-inch wide 
strips of elastic cloth placed in each corset con- 
tuin 120 feet of wire. As the factory turns out 
about 250 dozen finished corsets a day it will 
be readily seen that this product entails the 
enormous consumption each day of seventy 
miles of wire. The brass wire is of a kind 
wade especially for the use of the company, 
and they claim that they consume more than 
all the rest of the world together. On the sec- 
ond floor 250 young girls and women are em- 
ployed. Here the cut strips are stitched and 
then placed in a specially patented machine 
where they are crimped and pressed so that the 
wire coil can be readily inserted and the section 
made elastic. This is an extremely interesting 
operation and is performed with lightning-lixe 
rapidity. There are five of these presses, each 
requiring the care and attention of seven girls. 
In the manufacture of the strips or sections 
alone about eighty-five girls are empioyed, the 
remainder of the small army of girls being 
kept busy at the sewing-machines and the var“ 
ous other Operations, such as ** boneing ’’—the 
piacing of the whaiebone in the corset—box- 
ing, binding, -eyelitting, ete.’ Every corset 
ufidergoes four examinations before being 
placed on the market, and is then guaranteed. 
This guaranty is a feature of the article, and is 
probably the most sweeping one ever made by 
a manufacturer, permitting the wearer to re- 
turn the corset where it has not given satis- 
faction after three weeks“ use and have the 
money refunded. The third floor preseuts a 
scene that is positively, impressive. Here 350 
sewing-machines are kept running constantly, 
and the bright scene of the busy, toiling 
women is hightened by the musical voice of 
industry which finds expression in the hum and 
whir of the tireless instruments. The top 
floor is used as the cutting-room. On counters 
about 140 feet long the cloths of which the cor- 
sets are made are spread to a thickness of 
forty-eight layers, and with a single stroke of 
the knife the cutter cuts as many strips for the 
use of the operators below. About two and a 
halt cases of cioths, measuring some 3,000 
yards, are out up daily. The company has aleo 
a patented fastener in the shape ot a T which 
is used for firmiy holding the coil in the section 
and to make the slipping of the wire an impos- 
sibility.

JAY GOULD’S YACHT. 

The Atalanta is Mr. Jay Gould’s yacht. She 
is 250 feet long—!*nger, in fact, than the 
Nourmaha!—but she is only twenty-six feet 
four inches wide, so that her tonnage is not so 
great, though she is faster. She was built for 
Mr. Gould by Cramp & Son of Philadelphia 
in 1883. She is an iron three-master, schooner 
rigged, and is superbiy fitted up internally. 
Mr. Gould uses her principally to carry uim to 
and from bis country seaton the Hudson, but 
it is said at intervals that he intends making a 
tour of the world in ber. Bhe belongs to the 
American Yacht Ciub, 

The Corsair is now the property of Mr. J. 
Pierpont Mogvan, who purchased her from 
Charies J. Osborn. The Corsair and the Stran- 
ger (which is the property of E. 8. Jaffray, the 
dry- goods merchant) are sister ships, and were 
both built by Cramp of Philadelphia. The 
Corsair is 185 feet long, and is an iron, schoon- 
er-rigged vessel about five yeare old. She bas 
two houses on deck, with smoking and chart 
roome, and is in every respect a charming ves- 
sel, everything about her, from genial Capt. 
Daly down, suygesting solid comfort. She has 
a fine dinma-sa oon xbout twenty feet square 
and six state ooms and a batb-room. Sbe is 
fitted with dark wood and rich da k hangings 
and upuolstery. Her crew consists of twenty- 
five men, ali told. 


THE STRANGER. 

Alfred de Cordova, the Commodore of the 
American Yacht Club, sails the Promise during 
the summer months. The yacht that carries 
the Commodore’s pennant is not Jarge, but ber 
owner makes up for ber size by bis own hospi- 
tality. The Promise is ninety-eight feet long 
and seventeen feet wide, schooner rigged, and 
has a speed of about twelve knots an hour. 
She has two staterooms and a neat dining sa- 
loon. At present she is laid up at Port Jeffer- 
son for the w.nter. 


THE LAGONDA. 

J. C. Hoag'and flies the Vice-Commodore’s 
flag of the American Yacht Club fron the La- 
gonda. a fine screw schooner built 130 feet long 
and nineteen feet six inches wide. Her deck- 
house rail and deck trimmings are all of solid 
mabogany. The main saloou is very large in 
this yacht and is finished in mabogany, with 
maroon and peacock-blue velvet hangings and 
upboistery. By an ingenious arrangement the 
three sofas on each side become beds at night, 
and, with the curtains drawn in place, convert 
the cabin into six staterooms. The owner's 
stateroom fs forward, apa is very la ge. It 
has a bath-room, with hot and cold, fresh and 
galt water, and to.let-room adjoining. On the 
port side is the butler's pantry, with refr gera- 
tor racks, te., and this communicates with the 
galley by a tube in which runs a car to carry 
dishes to and fro. The officers’ quarters are 
forward and are finely fitted up, and her en- 
gines, being new. have all the latest improve- 
ments. She carries a crew of about sixteen 
men all told. . 


Mr. Elbridge T. Gerry, whose name is so well 
known in connection with the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, owns the 
Electra, one of the finest yachts in the fleet. 
She was bu lt in Wilmington in 1884 by the 
Harland & Hollingsworth Company, and is a 
steel-screw echooner 174 feet long and twenty- 
three feet wide. Since she was built ber en- 
gines have been altered 80 as to make a marked 
improvement in ber speed, which will now 
easily average thirteen knots an hour. Last 
summer she ran from Bar Harbor to the Isle 
of Shoals in ten bours and twenty minutes. 
The Electra has two houses on deck—the for- 
ward house, which is twenty-seven feet by nine 
feet, containing the Captain's stateroom and 
the owner's, while the rear bouse is used for a 
social hall, Below decks the arrangeinents are 
very elaborate. The quarters for the crew are 
forward, and aft of these separate mess-rooms 
for officers and men. Still further aft is the 
owner's private cabin, thirteen feet in length 
and extending the whole width of tne vessel, 
containing sofas which may be arranged as 
beds. On the starboard side, adjoining this, is 
the stateroom of the owner's wife, which is 
nine feet long and eleven feet wide, opposit 
which are private bath and retiring rooms. 
Then come the bolier and engine rooms and 
enginee:'s quarters, aft of which is the dining- 
saloon, seventeen feet long and the width of 
the vessel, Two guests’ staterooms and re- 
tiring rooms are still art of this cabin. 

The most remarkatle thing about the Electra 
is her system of é¢ectric lights, which was de- 
vised by Edison. Evers part of the ship is lit 
entirely by electric light. and by an ingenious 
contrivance the ship's colors, which are yellow, 
blue, and red, are represented by a string of 
lamps which can be turned on and off in- 
stantuneousiy, and running from the bowsprit 
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The Rear Commodore's flag of the Americun 
Yaent Cl is carried by Mr. Washington E. 
Connor, Jay Gould's partner. on the iron screw 
schooner Utowana, which was built for him by 
John Roach at Chester in 1888. | She is 138 feet 
long and 206 inches in breadth. She is ele 
gantiy and luxuriously fitted up. as will be 
seen by the pictures of her dining-3aloon and 
owner's cal:in.

W. k. CONNOR’S UTOWANA—MAIN SALOON AND OWNER’S CABIN. -—- 


The Amy, owned by Mr. Edwin D. Morgan, 
has pretty neariy circumnavigated the globe. 
She is a fine three-musted iron yacht, 196 feet 
long and 27 feet 4 inches wide, roomy, com- 
fortabie, and safe. She was built in Glasgow 
in 1880. Last winter she started on a long 
cruise extending across the Atlantic. through 
the Mediterranean and the Suez Cana to Bon- 
bay, and thence to China and Japun, returning 
the same way, and stopping ‘at Southampton. 
She reached New York in June, aiter a five 
months’ voyage. 


THE ORIENTA. 

Mr. J. A. Bostwick’s yacht, the Orienta, is a 
composit screw schooner built three years ago 
by Herreschoff at Bristol and is very fast. She 
bas four handsome staterooms finished in cher- 
ry and maple and a large dining saloon finished 
in maboguny which willi sieep six more. These 
are located aft and the crew’s accommodations 
are forward. The Orieota has been to Old 
Point Comfort by the outside passage and to 
Bar Harbor, proving bersel on several occa- 
sions a comtortable boat in a heavy seaway.

NORMAN L. MUNRO’S NORM 

The Norma is the property of Norman L. 
Munro, the publisher, who has not entered her 
in either of the yacht clubs, preferring to “go 
it alone.“ Sbe is a screw schooner 150 feet 
long and nineteen feet wide, and built last year 
by Poillon Brothers of Brooklyn. Her cabin is 
twenty feet long and the full width of the boat. 
Forward of this on the starboard side is the 
owner's cabin, and opposit that the butler’s 
pantry. From this latter a dumb-waiter runs 
on rails a distance of fifty feet to the galiey. 
This is a great convenience, as nothmg need 
be carried over decks. Aft of tne main saloon 
are four state- rooms and two bath-rooms, with 
bot and cold, fresh and salt water. The 
smoking-room is att of the pflot-house on deck 
and the quarters for officers and men are for- 
ward. The cabinet-work in the vacht is ex- 
tremety handsome, and cost over $12,000. The 
upholstery is in embossed olive silk plush, the 
lamps are of original design, and there is an 
upright piano in the saloon. Electric-beils 
communicate witn the steward’s quarters from 
any part of the yacht. Sbe carries a crew of 
sixteen men and is commanded by Capt. Fair- 
child. During the summer she has cruised as 
far East as Portsmouth, N. H., and she bas 
been as far South as the Delaware breakwater.

The Sentinel was bu llt in Brooklyn, by J. F. 
Mumm, for the Rev. John Aspinwall. Sheis 
118 feet ong and 18.6 in breadth and is hand- 
someiy fitted in accordance with the ideas of 
her owner, who is an experienced yachtsman. 

Mr. William Q. Clark sails the Mohican, 212 
feet long; John R. Andrews the Wooya 114 
teetlong: and W. H. Starbuck the Tilie, 143 
feet long. George Peabody Russel! sails the 
Emengarde, 100 feet long; W. P. Clyde the 
Ocean Gem, 101 feet; and Mr. J. G. Bennett 
owns the Polynia, 154 feet long, in addition to 
the Namouna, 


THE POLYNIA. 

Edward 8. Stokes of the Hoffman House 
owns the Fra Diavolo, 86 feet long, and enter- 
cains his triends on board of her with lavish 
hospitality. There is alsoarumor that John 
Stetson of the Fitth Avenue Theatre has pur 
chased a steam yacht, on whico he intends to 
personally entertain his friends whenever she 
is securely tied to the dock. 

COUNTING THE COST. 

The cost of running a steam-yacht varies, of 
course, with the size of the boat, the amount 
of use ber owner makes of her, and last, but 
by means least, with the extent and quality of 
his hospitality. If there is such a thin asa 
yachisman who is not only a teetotaler him- 
self but who runs bis yacht on the plan adopted 
by Mrs. Hayes during ber stay at the White 
House bis expenses are probably less than 
those o any other owner in the fleet. But the 
cost of the cabin tables and wine-iocker can- 
not well be computed. The sailors and 
firemen receive on the average about 

a month, which is more than 
is paid on steamers in the merchant service, in 
addition to the fact that they are much better 
fed and boused than in seagoing steamers. 
Yatcohsmen, therefore, bave the pick of the 
seamen, and most of their employés are Scan- 
dinaviana, as they are the best sailors and the 
finest-iooking men. Mates receive from $45 to 
$100 per month, and engineers the same, while 
sailing-masters and Capiains get from $100 to 
$200 per month. The steward get from $60 to 
$100 a month, and the cabin-masters the same 
as the sailors. In the galley the assistant 
cooks are paid from $40 to $60 per month, but 
what the chef gets is usually a secret, which 
the cook is too discreet and the master ashamed 
to disclose. 

The yachts’ crews vary from eight to fifty 
men, acco: ding to their size and the service 
they do, and aship’s pay-roli from $400 a month 
to $2,500. Add to this the cost of fuel at

New York, Oct. 27.—jSpecial Correspond- 
ence.|—I have bad anoter outing, and the 
weather did itselr proud. It confirms me in 
the belief that the autumn is the very best 
time for outdoor life. My ‘riends the Coo 
who asked me down to Long Island, are the 
nieces and nephews of Peter Cooper. I have 


been with them before wen their uncle was 


alive, and cherish my memory of bim and of 
the peacetul and reposeful influence he shed 
about him as one of the privileges of my life. 
Though infirm then and not able to take any 
part even in those philanthropic schemes 
which be had organized; he preserved his ca- 
pacity for enjoyment, and went yachtng 
and 86d@riving with us and entered 
luto our evening’s pleasures—indeed he 
even contributed to them. After one or more 
had sung, or recited, or given some music, bis 
niece said, “Now, Uncie Peter, ean you not 
sing for us?“ It was Sunday evening, and 
without the slightest hesitation he put his 
white head back on the chair, shut his eyes, 
and as if be had joined his voioe to that.of the 
wife he loved in Heaven, be sang some old 
bymns that belonged to his early life. In the 
parior of my friend’s house there look down 
rom one of the folding frames—for they take 
them with them even to Europe—four faces 
with a halo of silver hair, the two brothers 
and their wives, all united now in Heaven as 
they were on earth, for Peter Cooper loved nis 
family. 

The steamer for Sund's Point, L. I., starts 
from Thirty-first street pier, so that we bad a 
view of the city islands as we passed, and be- 
grudged their beauty to the idiot, insane, and 
criminal—a view of the recent explosion and 
enlargement of the channel at Hell Gate, the 
Long Island towns, and far on to the sound, 
lined on the main shore with villages and 
country mansions. After leaving fund's Point 


» we drove over an old settled road and finally 


left it to enter the estate which our friends 
have rented for the season. The drive to the 
bouse was a long one, through beautiful 
woods, left quite a tangie of wilderness, full of 
» Uncle Remus’ briar busdes, the sumacb 
and Virginia creeper. The house is large, and, 
as ie usual at the places along the shore, the 
wide gallery at the rear overlooks a siop‘ng 
lawn which runs down to the bay and is 
fringed with a low growth of ar. The 
place is exquisitiy situated. sound 
was covered with white sails constantly wh le 
we remained, though most of the yachts that 
moor in the Days about there have gone into 
winter quarters. The sbores of the much- 
indentated coast are all covered with the villas 
of New-Yorkers, who not only appreciate the 
advantages which Long Island combines —the 
sea Fatning, beautiful woods, and picturesque 
drives and the harbors for the yachtse—but 
that all this can be bad an hour from New 
York and can be reached by cars and steamer. 
We were in sight of the homes of the daughter 
of ex-Mayor Edward Cooper, Mr. Charles Per- 
kins, and Mr. S. L. M. Burlow. The latter 
owns the place which used to belong to Bur- 
ton, the comedian. The stores of the superb 
manner in which he entertained, when, 
alter the play, be brought back bis 
own steamer filied with guests from New York, 
all came back to me as I looked off on the ex- 
tensive mansion, the wide lawn. and the wood- 
ed ground slopmg down to the harbor. I have 
heard of it all trom the daughter of Burton, 
who, though a child then, retained memories 
of the hospitality of ber father. 


ALONG THE BEACH, 

We drove about along the beach and through 
the country roads, and past old milis whose 
moss-covered hip roofs and wooden wheels 
epoke of their antiquity. We were in the vicin- 
ity of the Saddie Ruck and Biue Point Bays, 
where the famous oysters gre obtained, and 
inde d right on the beach below the piace 
I ate a delicious oyster which was opened 
for me, as I was the only ove in 
the purty to whom it was a novelty. 
I thought of my Western friends and wished 
that I might send them a great group of 
0) sters attuched to seu-weed. I had never 
seen them growing before, nor had {| seen the 
diffe ent sizes ind cating the stage of growth. 
The baby oysters, toough no larger than a lit- 
tle finge:-naii, were quite perfect, and tucked 
themselves in betweeu the mother sbeil and a 
pebdle and a bit of sea-weed, as tenacious 01 
lite as if really amounting to somethmg. The 
very first beginning is an outline of white, 
spattered on a developed oyster-sheil, which, 
though it defines the shape, you would never 
dream was finaily to be a grown-up oyster. 
The long. smooth, white beach was cov- 
everd with all kinds of interesting things 
to me, so unused as i am to 
the revelations of the ocean, and I brought 
back as a curiosity the discarded shell of what 
they called a horseshoe fish. It has a beauti- 
ful, brown-polished surface, and.the dead but- 
terflies that the salt water had caused to ad- 
bere to the shell torm a group of two departed 
creatures who summered on Long Island and 
will winter on the wall of my “den.” It 
amuses me toto thi.k how the horseshoe fish 
would bave peered out from under the pro- 
jecting roof his sbell makes at the bit of flut- 
tering ribbon which adorns his swordlike tail 
at the present moment. But is there any- 
thing so stiff or dignified in household furni- 
Kling rib»on which the present woman t es 
ture or ornament that jt is sacred from the dan- 
every where? 

We found clams in abundance and were very 
near the Little Neck,“ which boasts the best 
that are eaten anywhere. I saw barnacies for 
the first time in my life, and paid my tribute to 
the smali animal. who can be such a good ma- 
son and architect. The shell bells are set in a 
mud base just as thick as they can be placed on 
the timbers.

Young men are coming to the front in both 
the great political parties.

Ohio’s position as the third State in the 
Union recalis to me a comparison that I heard 
Gov. Foraker make as to the difference between 
the official position that will be ocoupied by 
himself and Gov. Davenport. The Governor 
of Obio receives a salary of only $4,000 a year, 
and neither house rent nor other contingent 
personal expense. He has a public contingent 
fund of perhaps $1,000a year. The Governor 
ot New York has asalary of $10,000 ang 18 fur- 
nisbed a house in which to live, besides other 
expenses of a personal nature. The Governor 
of. Ohio is almost a figure-head. He has no 
veto power over legisiation, and his most im- 
portant, or rather his most irksome, tasks are 
the signing of commissions for notaries pubiic 
and the granting of pardonsto convicts. The 
Governor of New York bas the veto power, 
and is in some respects almost an autocrat. 
He has probably twenty times as many ap- 
pointments in his gift as the Ohio Governor, 
The difference in the matter of salary between 
the first and the third State isso wide as to be 
a blot upon the Buckeye State that she should 
speedily wipe out. She ought at least to pay 
her Governors a salary that will enable them 
to live otherwise than at second-rate hotels.

imagine, There are some very curious dialects 
in Switzerland, at Domo d'Ossola, for 
instance, where German is blended with Ital- 
ian, and where möglichkeit is softened into

„Swiss.“ In a very merry circular once issued 
from a small tavern in Philadelphia the pro- 
prietor advertised that he had a h2ad-clerk 
who could talk to guests in French, Spanish, 
German, New Jersey, and Locust street—this 
latter being supposed to be the idiom peculiar 
to the artstocracy who “live within gunshot 
of St. Mark’s Church.” It isa pity that this 
Philadelphian did not include Swiss among 
his many lingoes. But be perhaps had not 
ventured into the unknown tongues. When a 
learned man, or one who is supposed to be 
such, who is sent abroad as a commissioner 
expressly to investigate education in the dif- 
ferent languages of a country, can actually 
report that all the children in it are taught 
ma tongue, which has no existence 
whatever, it is not remarkable that 
a picker-up of telegram chips, even in intel 
lectual Boston, should fall into the error. 
Apropos of which subject the longer I tive in 
England the more I find that allour Yankee- 
is tis and quaint forms of speech exist here and 
there in the provinces.. They have been writ- 
ten about extensively, but many are yet un- 
known. The use of the word **cunning,” to 
express a singular combination of prettiness 
and quaintness with small size, has always 
been supposed to be peculiarly American. 
Once a young English lady, in convereation 
with me, told me that she had been 
vexed with a middle-aged Amerigan 
lady who was very fond of her. ‘She 
called me a cunning little thing.“ said the 
youngster, and I replied indignantly that I was 
nothing of the kind, and that I despised cun- 
ning and deceitful people above all others. 
She was emused and amazed when I explained 
to her that it was a compliment. (By the way, 
the types in a late letter of mine in Taz TR1B- 
UNE made me say that I was amused at some 
terrible disaster or ghastly death. True, I am 


not entirely deficient in a sense of humor, but 
1 donot smile at suffering.) Well, not long 
ago 1 heard a servant-girl from Kent use the 
word eunnm precisely as any Yankee girl 
would. I think it was of a cunning little doll 
that she spoke. It would not be a bad idea if 
in all our schools some little pains were taken 
to teach pupils what are the principa! lau- 
guages, if not of the world, at least of Europe. 
Till within a few years Prussian was supposed 
to be a tongue per se, and I have heard Kos- 
suth spoken of in Philadelphia as a Dutchman. 
The simple elementary principles of philology, 
or of the general classification of all languages, 
ean be learned almost in a day. and they should 
form the introducuon to every English gram- 
mar. 
THE DEVIL’S DYKB. 

There is a piace of popular resort six miles 

from Brighton called the Devil's Dyke. It is 


| a beautiful and wonderful spot, a vast natural 


dyke and walls, seeming as if made by man, 
with fine scenery all around. Here is a tavern 
kept by a real, old-fashioned English landlord 
named Thatcher. Mr. Thatcher is proud of 
having known of old the American Minister 
Dallas and his son, and many more of our 
country. Round about the bouse are swings, 
cock-shys at cocoanuts, and all kinds of odd 
amusements and games. Among other things 
there is always a Gypsy fortune-teller. There 
is one there now with her husband, and a very 
dark and deep couple they are, speaking Ro- 
many as fluently as English. i sometimes 
think from my meanderings among the lower 
classes that it it be true that baif the worid 
does not know how the other half lives one 
may say with greater truth that it knows not 
what the other halfis. For, taking ourselves, 
our habita, our tastes, and ways as a standard, 
we know. very little indeed how vast 
numbers around us reason, think, and 
feel. We do not know it even of 
our own servants; bow much less of those who 
lie beyond. The small proportion of really 
original human nature drawn from first 
sources, as we find it in novels, is very remark- 
able. They all seem, especially in France, to 
80 steal from one another that the miracle is 
where the original ‘stock ever came from. 
This is strikingly the case where women under- 
take to set forth masculine types not already 
well known. Their men are almost always the 
dude, the tawny-mustgchiced officer, the 
young or old clergyman, and all such average 
results of a very conventional state of society. 
Then there are many people who cannot under- 
stand or enjoy jokes not already familiar to 
them, and so with characters. It takes fifty 
years and a whole 
to work a 
humanity into general cemprehension and 
popularity. What an original and racy type 
did even such a character as Sam'l of 
Posen seem, aud yet in him the secbnorr- 
handler or street-faker is far from bemg fuliy 
exhausted. It is a mine which would bear 
much more working. But the trouble is that 
in art there are quite as tew good copyists as 
there are original painters. Luini was the only 
man who ould ever make a really perfect copy 
of Da Vinci—and he was a great and original 
painter himself. 


PRIESTLY LIQUORS. 

Cardinal Manning has just published an arti. 
cle in the Dublin Review in which he expresses 
what ate certainly intended to be the views of 
the Catholic Church as to watters and 
things in Great Britain, and which may be re- 
garded us official. He professes temperance, and 
speaks of “the bavoc growing every year 
among all classes by reason of the extending 
trailic in intoxicating drink.“ Owing to this, 
he says, “the people sutfer, their homes are 
wrecked, their sons and daughters demoral- 
ized, and sometimes they thewseives fall under 
the deadly bondage ot drink.“ A purist might 
object to much of the Cardinal's style, but my 
business is not with his rhetoric, but his logid. 
What be says is all very true indeed, especially 
when he remarks that when peopie suffer from 
the bavoc caused by intoxicating drink they 
sometimes fall under its deadly bondage. 
What he might have pointed out, and does 
not, is the enormous traffic in the most seduc- 
tive and dangerous forms of such drink by 
several orders of Catholic clergymen. There 
is, for instance, the liqueur distilled by the 
holy Benedictine fathers at Fécamp, a most 
potent and delicious spirit which, with the et- 
ters D. O. M.“ and the cross of Christ on the 
bottle, may be found in every groggery in 
France, and in most of those in England. 1 
was lately in the Benedictine rum-mili myself, 
and can testify that it does a literally immense 
business in helping on “the deadly bondage of 
drink.” Add to this Chartreuse, and the elixir 
of the austere Trappists, who exait their own 
abstinence by adding to the luxuries of sinners, 
and some half-dozen other pious compounds of 
rum and brandy with spice and sugar made by 
other orders, and we have a very respectable 
contribution to the means by which homes are 
wrecked and sons and dauguters demoralized,” 
It 16 not because the Cardinal is a Catholic 
that 1 say this. Such inconsistency in a Pres- 
byterian or an agnostic would call for com- 
ment.

scamp in general. In endeavering to prove 
the extent of his race, he claims Salonica. 
True, the population of Salonica is principally 
Jewish, but then the Jews in Turkey do not 
lay claim to any political or national rights, 
and therefore they are not to be considered as 
in any way diminishing the Greek character of 
that city.”” In one of Lever's novels a thief 
justifies himself for taking an old man's money 
because the victim does not need it. Because 
the unfortunate Hebrews have been oppressed 
until they make no sign, the Greeks ought to 
have their town. Ido not say that the Greeks 
have no right to a slice of territory in all the 
possible hereafter. On the contrary, I think 
they have a very good claim to a fair 
share of Macedonia. What I speak of 
is the extremely maladroit and impertinent 
manner in which their great expectations are 
set forth. ,Contrasted with the remarkably 
able letters and speeches of the Servian Min- 
ister and others of his countrymen, all that the 
Greeks have published on the crisis reads like 
the utterances of childish barbarians. As for 
Saionica, Austria set her beart on that long 
ago, and will not readily resign it to the 
»Hellenes, even if they have a mission.“ 
However, missions are very apt to miss fire 
unless they have not only enough powder and 
shet, but also a good aim. 


THE JEWS AND SALONICA. 


By the way, since all these small nations are 
ciaiming pieces ot Turkey because their con- 
geners form the majority in them, why should 
not the Jews claim Salonica? It would be an in- 
teresting sight to see an independent*Hebrew 
government. Mr, Oliphant long ago wrote a 
book to urge that they should be allowed to oc- 
cupy the land of Moab, but Salonica would do 
to begin with, just as a prudent man on quit- 
ting business often begins with a small cottage 
by way of experiment, and then buys a villa. 
Is it not time for the Hebrew to buy himself a 
nice littie cottage, say Salonica or Jerusalem 
(he surely can afford that; the Sultan 
would sell it at a bargain just now 
in these hard times) and settie down? 
There is property over there which would pay. 
Look at Asia Minor—“ there's millions im it.“ 
It is worth more to colonize than all the bits of 
Africa that Biemarck has picked up. In ten 
years the world will bave found that out. 
There, now, is an operation worth undertak- 
ing, and quite in the power of the Hebrew, 
even though it be a little outof his regular 
line. A wonderſully clever man is that same 
Israelite, but be wants a local babitation—a 
home. 

A MASTER DIPLOMAT. 

In English politics the speech of Lord Salis- 
bury is generally regarded, even by his oppo- 
nents, as a masterpiece of political diplomacy. 
It compares with the great Gladstone mani- 
festo as gold with Corinthian brass. Its re- 
markabie concessions to the enemy are in good 
taste and expressed with a degree of tact and 
refinement far beyond anything ever uttered 
by the late Premier. On the one point where 
he is firm and old-fashioned—the church—every 
man who is not an *“* unreasoning infidel” can- 
not but admire him. As matters stand at pres- 
ent there can be no question that the Couserv- 
atives have learned a great deal from the enor- 
mous blunders of the late Administration. 


| Thus the present Government is manifesting 
| less disposition to dritt“ and a great 


deal more energy and courage, though 
Heaven knows it its deficient enough 
as regards that decision and energy 
which were so characteristic of England in the 
olden time. I am w»iting to see Burmah seized. 

Now that a society is formed in Ireland 
whose object is to relieve and aid all who are 
boycotted we may look out for lively times. 
The boycotters boast that all they do is within 
the law; therefore, they can, according to all 
their own principles, do nothing to injure the 
association. But how long would all this agi- 
tation endure if England were to boycott Ire- 
land, to turn all Irish soldiers out of her army, 
and forbid boats to cross the channel? There 
is something to think of, and something which 
would naturally result either if Ireland were 
to rise in open revolt or even peacefuliy 
secede. 

LAND AND LABOR. 

Now that it seems to be on the cards that all 
the land of Great Britain is to be bought up 
and divided in small farms among the peasant- 
rye as it assuredly will be, the peasants of the 
cities—that is, the poor who want to go into 


business—are beginning to inquire when they | 


are to be attended to, and when every man 
who fancies it is to have a shop provided for 
him. Why not? Would it not be gross partial- 
ity to give Jack a farm and not bestow a small 
business on John? The latter. dy the way, 
would cost much less. In fact, here in En- 
giand a clever man or woman who understands 
something of accounts, and aun get four 
or five pounds together, can always make a 
livingy Thus, for instance, be or she can bire 
a small tavern in any town out of London for 
even as low as £12, or $60, a year, payable 
weekly. A brewer will always supply bim or 
her with beer and spirits on @ month's credit. 
In thousands of cases the brewer finds the 
house as well as the stock. Those inns where 
the tenant is not bound to take his liquors 
from any particular brewer or spirit-merchant 
are called free-beer or ** free-spirit’’ houses. 
A house may be tree as to beer but not spirits, 
and vice-versa. There are brewers in England 
who own bundreds of these small publics.“ 
The same system is carried out by large cigar 
merchants, by manufacturers of confectionery, 
fish deaiers, and so on. By inquiring among 
tradespeople (which I have done quite extea- 
sively) I am really astonished, first, to find 
how rapidly the small retail business of tha 
entire Kingdom is passing into the hands of a 
few capitalists. An enterprising Vanderbilt in 
brewing or a Jay Gould in tobacco might own 
in time nearly all the taverns or cigarshops in 
Great Britain. The next step im the future 
will probably be some great popular political 
agitation aiming at the transfer of the man- 
agement of all the great industries to Govern- 
ment and the establishment of special 
bureaus. If men are to go on accumulating 
hundreds of millions, and if money is to de- 
crease in value as it has done, such a revolu- 
tion is inevitabie. Both parties foresee this 
and are beginning to study the question. 
The objections to the transfer, for instance, of 
railways to the Government, are the immense 
sums that must be paid to the present propri- 
etors, and the amount ef jobbing that must 
resuit from such an increase to the number of 
contractors, officials, and other employés. 
Very true, but the money will be far more 
disseminated than it is at present, and it will 
all be in the country. At any rate, the choice 
will be between socialism an appall-

is interested just now in Mr. William Francis 
Cregar, a young gentleman who has come over 
from England with the history of the lineage 
of three wealthy Quaker City families in his 
pocket. He has for five years been making 6 
comfortable income—from $3,000 to $4,000 a 
year—by looking up the ancestry of rich peo- 
ple who became anxious, for various reasons, 
to learn all that was possibie about the sociai 
quality of their grandfathers. It was 
given out by a wag that Mr. Cregar 
had brought over with him an 
assortment of crests and coats of arms that he 
would dispose of at a reasonable price. A 
number of persons calied on him with inquir- 
ies as to cost and with requests to be shown 
the goods. Mr. Cregar, who is a conscientious 
investigator of ancestral merits, became bored, 
and told the wife of an immensely rich manu- 
facturer rather curtly that he did not deai in 
ready-made insignia of nobility. 

I met the young man the other day. He is, 
perbaps, the only professional hunter-up of 
ancestors in the country, and is interesting 
for that reason. He is tall and fat, with a red, 
boyish-jlooking face and a tiny light mustache 
that he is always tugging at. He was dressed 
in the latest London mode, and clearly 
showed in his appearance that his busi- 
ness was bringing bim prosperity. He is 
Philadelphia- born, but he has become very En- 
giish in manner and accent, and says good- 
morning at 5 o’clock in the afternoon, and that 
is awfully London-like, don't you know.“ 

He went on to say that he pursued his pro- 
tession for love of it and a reasonabie fee. 
He charges for his services, he told me, from 
$300 to 8500 for each “commission’’; some- 
times more than that. That there are rich 


snobs enough to make the business pay indefi- 
nitly may be interred from the fact that Mr. 


Cregar has already had charge of the lineage 
of thirty families of this city alone, and goes 
abroad again in the interest of others about 
the first of next year, when he shall have com- 
pleted the history of the family of a rich pa- 
tron, who intends to put the precious informa- 
tion, into book- form and disseminate it among 
his friends. 

Mr. Cregar has executed “commissions*’ for 
wealthy people of other cities; notably for 
five well-known families of Chicago. 

“ I cannot always promise to trace any fam- 
ily back for more than three or four genera- 
tions,” be went on to say, and I never ac- 
cept a commission on condition that I find my 
client a noble ancestor or a coat of arms. I 
have on more than one occasion handed back 
fees to persons who had engaged me because 
upon preliminary investigation I found that I 
should not be able to connect them at ali with 
their original stock on the other side of the 
ocean. Though, as I said, I never promise to 
find a coat of arms for anybody, still my clients 
are always pleased, I observe, when I do find 
arms for them. Of those for whom I have had the 
pleasure to make investigations about one out 
of six or seven only had any right to bear 
arms. 1 

“But arms are almost as common in Phila- 
delphia streets as they are in London thorough- 
tares, said I. 

„Aud just as common in Wabash avenue in 
Chicago, too, said be. 

“What wen!“ 

“That shows that the Philadelphia and Chi- 
cago stationers are an enterprising class of 
tradesmen. My experience has led me to the 
belief that the persons in this country who are 
entitled to insignia of nobility do not wear 
them.” 

And that the people who do flaunt them on 
their carmages buy them ata stationer’s as 
they would a box of paper? 

“Hem! Excuse me now. Yet it is true that 
the business of finding and supplying arms and 
crests is quite left to the etationers. And the 
stationers show excellent taste, too, in the se- 
lection of designs and in harmonizing 
colors. Their customers have no right to com- 
plain. Ido not hesitate to refer people who 
want arms to the stationers.“ 

Mr, Cregar, evidently from his tone, had had 
considerable experience with people of that 
sort, and was not averse to some quiet fun at 
the expense of their snobbery.” 

SPLENDID QUAKER CITY HOMES, 

An English visitor who had not been in 
Philadelphia before for fifteen years was say- 
ing, at a dinner party in town the other day, 


that nothing in the way of change in the aspect 
of the city struck bim so strangely as that in 
the character of the dwelling-houses. The 
prim old brick house, with its white stoop and 
green shutters, that was the subdued pride 
and the ugly glory of our Quaker fathers and 
mothers, of all classes and conditions, is

It is seldom that the 
ideal charm of the greatest of dramatic creations 
can be realized upon the stage; and one turns 
from the perfunctory coolness and the narrow 
insufficiency of the boards to be suffused 
jn the larger mlummauon of the book.

Cassius is a character so restiess and nervous

factorily filis the eye—an achievement one 
must allow to be of no small consequence in 
histrionicart when so many playgoers use 
their eyes more than they do their minds. His 
poses are all grace; he is exact and truthful 
in the depiction of suspicion and discon- 
tent and when he strikes the note 
‘ of extreme irritability he reaches the top of 
Cassius compass and his own as well. He 
gives variety to bis reading of this part— 
praise which must also be accorded to his 
Mamiet—the variety which results from the 
diferentiahon not of subtle shades of mean- 
ing in the text where involution of 
thought demands . clearness of vision, 
but from an appreciation of marked transitions 
of feeling where the opportunity for effective 
contrast is visibie even to the unpracticed eye.

MUSIC. 


NEW CHORAL WORKS. 

Among the latest publications of the Lon- 
don and New York house of Novello, Ewer & 
Co. are a number of cantatas which may not 
betoo late for the consideration of societies 
during the. present season. The most impor- 
tant of these is Mr. Cowen’s cantata of The 
Sleeping Beauty,“ written for the Birmingham 
Fegtival of the present year. The work is dis 
posed in a prolog and four scenes, each com- 
posed of solos, choruses, and orchestral inter- 
ludes in a narrative but quasi-dramatic 
form. It is not convenient at this time 
to discuss it at length. Saffice it „to say 
that, like Cowen’s other works, it abounds 
in singable meiody and in choruses of the 
freest possible modulatory structure. It re- 
quires orchestral accompaniment. It wil) oc 
cupy in performance about an hour end a 
quarter. 

Dvorak’s “ Patriotic Hymn” is a short can- 
tata, lasting about twenty minutes, upon an 
English translation of a Bohemian poem. The 
work is of considerable difficulty, owing to the 
incessant modulation and the freedom with 
which dissonances are employed. On these 
accounts it will be likely to take the donceit 
out of the average chorus singer to 
a degree and leave him in a con- 
dition of hurbility wherein he will be quite 
ready to welcome the Tonic Sol-Fa or any other 
new-fanglea system which will enable him to 
read with certainty. Nevertheless, the work is 
80 Original and so truly musical that it will 
richiy repay study, and will perhaps be as 
handy an introduction to Dvorak’s genius as 
any work that can be named. It is well writ- 
ten for the voice, provided the voices are what 
they should be. 

Mr. T. Andreton’s “Yule Tide is a much 
lighter and more pleasing work. It may best 
be characterized, perhaps, as a collection of 
solos for soprano, contraito, tenor, and bass, 
and choruses—the whole relating to Christmas. 
It also has the advantage of separability; be- 
ing easily divisabie into shorter parts of ten or 
fifteen minutes each. The whole work will 
occupy about fifty winutes. 

Still lighter and more amateur-like in its exe- 
cution is * The Golden Legend” by Mr. Henry 
Edward Hodson. It is melodious and will be 
likely to please societies which would find the 
works already mentioned too difficult for 
them. It will occupy about an hour and a 
quarter. 


LIGHT OPERA TO CONTINUE. 

The performances of the Thalia company at 
the Grand have been decidedly enjoyable. The 
company is like an even, all-around German 
stock company. Noneof the singers are great, 
but ali are well-schooled. have good, natural 
voices, and possess the happy German faculty 
of being interesting upon the stage.

A NOVEL ENTERTAINMENT. 


UNITY CHURCH WITNESSES A “JAPANESE 
WEDDING.“ 

The congregation of Unity Church, corner of 
Dearborn avenue and Walton piace, witnessed 
avery novel entertainment Friday evening, a 
Japanese wedding.” The main parlor of the 
church was transformed for the occasion iato 
a miniature theatre, the scene on the prettily- 
arranged stage portraying the interior of a 
Japanese dwellme. The order of the repre- 
sentation was as follows: Firstentered with 
solemn tread the groom's parents, who were 
followed by the father and mother of the bride.

Eight fantastically attired 
bridemaids then emerged in couples from op- 
posit wings, and in a series of abject salaams 
kissed the carpet in front of the bride, groom, 
and parents. The salaaming ended, the bride- 
maids with infinit precision subsiaed into sit- 
ting postures, completing the semicircle of 
which the Go-Between formed the central fig- 
ure. The most interesting part of the cere- 
mony—the transmission of the vows—was ac- 
compiished by the Go-Between gracefully ap- 
plying her ear to tne lips of the groom, and 
then her own lips to the left ear of 
the bride, the latter thereupon retreating with 
cleverly-assumed giggle of suppressed delight 
behind a gigantic fan of grotesque device. The 
ceremony was concluded by the consumption 
of tea and cake by the wedding party, the bride 
and groom extracting their share of the bever- 
age from the two slender mouths of a golden 
kettle.

FUR CAPES—DRESS- FABRICS. 

There is 4 new fur cape, tippet, or fichu (it 
is difficult to say which best conveys the best 
impression) to be worn in early winter, which 
is cut like a very wide Charles IX. collar, with 
shaped plastron of the fur to cover the chest. 
Sometimes the ends terminate in level points 
at the waist, and frequently one of the ends is 
shorter than the other. The long end in this 
case*is graduated and curved to follow the 
nue of the figure, crossing it obliquely and 
fastening under the left arm at the waist. 
These capes are admirable for imparting extra 
warmth when required, and being so easily 
added or removed are a great acquisition.

Wwable than in the street costume. A lavish 
amount of trintming upon these is quite un- 
necessary, but there is no fixed rule in this 
matter.

There are few fabrics 
that combine more of the best qualities of 
woolen goods than the woolen serges. They 
are durable, ladytike, and just now very pop- 
ular. Wooien braid in soutache, or of other 
fancy sort, is an appropriate garaiture for 
these materials.

of Germany. They are, moreover, the keenest. 
and most successful speculators. They get 
the better of Teutonic rivals, partly because 
they are more ready-witted, and partiy, it must 
be confessed, because many of them are less 
sensitive to public opinion. The feeling 
against the Jews, of which there have been so 
many manifestations in the last ten years, is a 
curious compound of race antipathy and jeal- 
ous inferiority, and one of its manitestations 
is the denunciation of the gambling and specu- 
lation of the Jews: and this combines with 
economic theories and prejudices to bring 
about the present effort to check the evil of 
speculation. 

The effort, however, is not a very one. 
It consists in a tax on what are supposedto be. 
the speculative transactions. The tax, which 
is in form a stamp tax on brokers’ notes or sale 
memoranda, amounts to 1-10 per 1,000 on sales 
of stocks, bonds, and negotiable securities in 
general, and to 1-5 per 1,000 on sales of general. 
merchandise. It is to be collected on all sales 
of securities, whenever and however made. All 
such sales, it seems, are presumed ipso facto to 
be speculative. But in case of merchandise the 
tax is restricted to certain specific kinds ot 
sales. It is to be collected only on those sales 
of merchandise which take place under the 
rules and customs of any mercantile exchange, 
and for which there are regular quotations of 
prices on such an exchange. And even for 
these the tax 1s not to be levied on goods which 
are produced by one of the contracting parties, 
but only in case both parties are dealers. 

Of course, the rate of taxation is so low that 
the effect of the measure will be little felt. On 
stocks it amounts to only $1 on every $10,000 
worth sold. On grain, provisions, and any 
other goods whose sales may te reached by it, 
the rate will be only 81 in every $5,000 worth 
sold. That is not likely to check much specu- 
lation. Of course the tax will give some little 
revenue to the Government. In so far as that 
revenue does come out of purely specula- 
tive transactions, it comes from a source which 
one is willing enough to see making some clean 
coutribution to the public welfare. 


ANOTHER STAGE ROBBERY, . 


STRANGE TO SAY, IT 18 IN TEXAS—THE 
MAIL BAGS RIFLED, BUT THE PASSENGERS 
NOT DISTURBED. 

Runnets, Tex., Oct. 30.—[Special.]—As the 
stage which left here yesterday evening for 
San Angelo, in Tom Green County, was ap- 
proaching the old stage stand about fifteen 
miles west of here, about 8 o’clock last night, 
it was halted by two masked men, who 
commanded the driver to throw out 
the mail bags under penalty of 
instant death.

A NOVEL DUEL, 


HOW A TEXAN AND AN INDIAN SUCCEEDED 
’ IN KILLING EACH OTHER. 
DENISON, Tex., Oct. 26.—The particulars of 
a novel duel in the Indian Territory were re- 
ceived here this afternoon. The affair came 
off at Tisbamingo, in the Choctaw Nation, last 
Friday. Tisbamingo is a small village where 
the indiansdo their trading, and is the fre- 
quent resort of bard characters from Texas and 
other parts of the United States. That region 
is full ot outiaws. Among a dozen or more 
outlaws and Indians sitting in a saloon Friday 
was a tall Texan named Chalmers. An Indian 
| police officer named Brown entered the saloon, 
and Chalmers insisted ontreatfng. As they 
were about todrnk Brown managed to spill 
Chaimer’s liquor on the floor, telling him he 
had enough. This enruged the Texan, who de- 
manded biood, and pulled nis revolver with 
one baud and bis dirk with the other. Brown 
also drew his weapon, and a fight was about to 
open when the spectators interfered and at- 
tempted to settie the matter. i 
Nothing would satisfy the wounded honor of 
Chaimers but blood, and so the other white 
men and Indians fixed upafight on the fol- 
lowing terms: The two men were to stand 
back to back in the middie of the floor. At a 
given signal each man was to run out of the 
room, the Indian through the tront door and 
the Texan by the back door. They were to 
turn in the same direction after clearing the 
doors, and begin fizmg promiscuously. Both 
principals agreed to these terms and took their 
positions. The signal was given and both 
started from the house, pistols*in hand. They 
faced each other on the north side of the 
house and opened fire at almost the same in- 
stant. Three rounds were fired in quick suc- 
cession. Then the Indian began to stagger, 
and, running toward Chalmers with a drawn 
knife, plunged it into the Texan's breast just 
as the iatter fired his last bullet, which pene- 


Chalmers died half an hour after his antago- 
nist. Over fifty Indians and whites witnessed 
the duel. Among the whites was Fred Fischer, 
a well-known catiie-buyer, who voucbes for the 
authenticity of these facts.

Tne market was rather quiet last week. The

H. R. Wiison is the archi- 
tect. The same firm will also soon commence 
the construction of four two-story and buase- 
ment residences on South Sangamon street, to 
cost $20,000. 

Masons bave already commenced the work of 
restoring the fallen building in rear of Kohi- 
saat’s bakery on South Clarkstreet. They will 
also construct for Mr. R. Neison Blake, the 
owner, a four-story addition, to cost $15,000. 

Ground was broken early in the week for the 
seven story warehouse which Robert, Bines of 
the Board of Trade will erect on rboru 
street and Third avenue, south of Van Buren 
street.

CITY PROPERTY AT AUCTION. 


The property owned by the city at No. 1046 
West Madison street, and occupied by Engine 
Company No. 24 and also as a sub-police sta- 
tion, was sold at auction yesterday to the 
highest bidder, the city baving made arrange- 
ments to move the fire company and police to 
ua more substantial building on the corner of 
Warren avenue and Staunton street, a block 
away. 

Several well-known business-men, a sprink- 
ling ot politicians, and some real-estate agents 
were bidders for the property, but Mr. 8. H. 
McCrea, the Board of Trade man, outbid every 
one else and secured it at the very good price 
of $7,925. The first bid offered to Dan Long, 
the auctioneer, was $3,000, and the price was 
run up rapidly to $7,500—Mrs. Foss and Aid. 
John Gaynor being prominent in 
the bidding—but at that figure all 
dropped out except Mr. McCrea and John 
Lomax, the “pop” man. These two raised each 
otner’s ante up to $7,910, and when the 
commission merchant went $15 more it was 
knocked down to him, after several futile 
efforts on the part of the auctioneer to get $5 
more. f 

The lot is 33x 122, with two buildings on it, 
and it was bought by the city in 1870 for $2,970. 
The engine-house and police station cost 
$5.500 more. The terms of the sale are 5 per 
cent of the purcbase money down, the balance 
to be paid upon the delivery of the deed. Pos- 
seasion not to be given until the new fire and 
police station is ready, and the city to pay 6 
per cent on the purchase price as rent until the 
removal is made. The city advertised for bids 
for this lot, and the most offered was $5,000. 


VARIOUS NOTES. 

Persons who have been seeking business 
quarters in the Board of Trade district say that 
it is impossibie to get anything desirable except 
at prices which they consider decidedly too high. 
There are pienty of rooms vacant, but they 
are of the second and third grades. A littie 
flurry was started among the owners of these 
buildings during the week by an offer from 
the manager of one of them to rent rooms 
considerably below the prices heretofore asked, 
Others interested in that quarter say it is a 
very unwise move even for the party making 
the offer, as it will attract an undesir- 
able ciass of tenants. The incident is 
really the first break among the -property- 
holders in that vicinity, who, with- 
out forming anything like a combination, 
have had an understanding that the prices as 
originally fixed shall be substantially main- 
tained. The predictions of the projectors that 
the best offices in these butidings would be 
rap diy taken up have been fulfilied, but the 
less desirable rooms are certainly a drug in 
the market. 

There have been reports for months past of 
the intended purchase of the West Division 
Railway Company of the Windett Bock at the 
northeast corner of State and Randolph streets, 
but there have been certain obstacies in the 
way, some of them of a legal character. It is 
understood that the trade is finally off now. 
The company made a bid of $125,000, but with- 
drew it later. 

Complaint is made of the duliness of busi- 
ness in Cincinnati, and it is said that a number 
of business-men there are contempiating re- 
moval to New York or Chicago. Some of them 
have already begun operations here, but have 
difficuity in getting just such quarters as they 
desire. That drawback cannot last long. 
Business structures can be erected very rapid- 
ly here, and they will be if responsible neu- 
comers give the word. 

John B. Carson bas bought a lot of 100 feet 
front on the southwest corner of Drexel bou- 
levard and Forty-sixth street, opposit the fine 
residence now being erected by W. E. Hale, 
and will build a handsome house there in the 
Spring.
